The second ground was not pressed at the hearing, ‘no issues were 
framed with regard to it, und no evidence was adduced. The «application 
therefore fails so far as it proceeds on that ground. > 

4. As regards the first ground, the reply given by the respondent in 
his written statement is as follows :-— 


“The name of the respondent. is registered as voter No. 33 on the ° 
electoral roll of the East Bengal Muhammadan constituency, Council 
of State, which is a constituency in the province of Bengal, and the 
respondent has got all the necessary qualifications.” 

He also asserts in his written statement that the petitioner has no 
focns standi, that the petition is not in proper form, that it has not been 
se Sth duly verified, and that it has not been presented to the, proper 
unthority, \ 

5. The following issues were framed by us.on reference to the 
pleadings :-—

(1) Has the petitioner any locus standi to present this petition ? 

(2) Can the petition be entertained in its present form ? 

(3) Was the petition presented to the proper authority? If not, ean it 
be entertained ? 

(4) Was the petition signed and duly verified by the petitioner? If 
not, can it be entertained ? 

(5) Is the name of Maulyi R. J,$. M. Hossain Ali on the Electoral Roll 
of the Bakarganj North Muhammadan constituency, or of any 
other constituency in the province, as required by rule 6 of 
the Bengal Electoral Rules? If not, is he eligible for election 
asa member of the Bengal Legislative Council? 

(6) Should the election be declared void under rule 42 of the Bengal 
Electoral Rules? 


6. As regards the first issue, the respondent's contention is that the peti- 
tiener was not duly nominated as a candidate, and that he has therefore 
no docus standi under rule 30 to present the petition. There is however 
no ‘evidence to shew that the petitioner was not daly nominated, and apart 
from that, the term “candidate” includes a person who claims to have 
been nominated as a candidate, vide rule 28 (b}. 

There is no doubt that the petitioner claims to be a candidate, and he is 
therefore, under rule 30, entitled to present this petition. 

As regards the second, third and fourth issues, it is to be observed 
that the petition consists of two parts. The first and main petition is 
addressed to His Excellency the Governor, and was presented to the Chief 
Secretary on the 13th February 1922—it appears to be in proper form except 
as regards the alleged irregularities and illegalities at the polling, details 
of which are lacking. The second petition is addressed to the Chief Secre-" 
tary to the Government of Bengal and was presented to that officer on the 
14th February 1922—it was submitted in compliance with the directions of 
the Ohief Secretary, and farnishes the details of the alleged irregularities 
and illegalities in the polling which were lacking in the first petition. 

‘The first petition ix duly verified, but the second petition does not bear 
any verification, 

As the allegations regarding irregularities and illegalities in the polling 
have not been pressed, the fact that the second petition, which merely gives 
details of those allegations, has been addressed to the Ohief Secretary and 
not to His Excellency the Govermor, and that it has not been verified, is of 
no importance, 

The first ‘on is in proper form and has been duly verified—it is 
addressed to His, Excellency the Governor and was presented to the Chief 
pon ed who is the proper person to receive such petitions on behalf of 
. His Excellency—there is therefore no reason why it should not be enter- 

tained, 

As regards the signature on the petition, no evidence has been adduced 
to shew that it is not genuine, and on comparison with the petitioner's 
signatures on the bibalainares filed by him, we see no reason whatever to 
doubt its genuineness,

ars that the petitioner hassin his petition made a definite 
ailegetion of Ft, viz., that the respondent's name is not registered on the 
electoral roll of the constituency in question or of any other constituency in 
the province for the election of members of the Bengal Legislative Council, 
and it further appears that this allegation of fact has mot been denied speci- 
fically or by necessary implication, and has not been stated to be not 
admitted, in the written statement filed by the opposite party. 

This being so, under Order VIII, Rule 5 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
the above allegation of fact made by the petitioner in his petition must be 
held to have been admitted by the respondent. ‘ 

The learned vakil for the respondent has contended that the allegation 
in question was vaguely worded and that Order VIII, Rule 5 does not apply, 
but this line of defence appears to us to be an afterthought, and we cannot 
take it into consideration in determining whether the allegation is to be 
taken as having been admitted or denied. 





9. In view of the above finding there is really no issue of fact involved ° 
in this issue, and the question of burden of proof does not strictly speaking 
der however the above implied admission be ignored, we are,of opinion 
that the burden of proving that his name is registered on the electoral roll 
of any constituency for the election of members of the Bengal Legislative 
Council, rests on the respondent and not on the petitisner, 

In the first place, we are of opinion that the petitioner's allegation on 
this point is not only negative in form but also in stbstance, and therefore 
under section 103 of the Indian Evidence Act, the burden of proof rests 
not on him but on the respondent. 

In the second place, the respondents in an infinitely better position 
than the petitioner to know and to prove whether bis name is or is not 
registered us aforesaid. He knows, or ought to know, for what constituen- 
cies he is qualified and whether his name bas been registered or not,—and 
if his name has been registered for any constituency, he can prove it by 
producing the electoral roll of that constituency,—whereas in order to prove 


, the contrary, the petitioner would have to produce the electoral rolls of 


some ninety constituencies. 


The fact,—if it be a fact,—of his name being registered as aforesaid, is 
therefore especially .within his knowledge, and having regard to the prin- 
ciples underlying section 106 of the Indian Evidence Act, the burden of 
proving thut fact rests on him. 

Lastly, regard being had to the wording of rule 6(7)(a), the opposite 
party isin the position of a person claiming to come under an exception 
to a geveral rule, and for this reason too the burden of proof rests on him. 

t is no doubt true that the Court might, and in most cases should, 


presume, under section 114 of the Indian Evidence Act, that a sitting 
member of the Legislative Council is properly qualified and hus been duly 
elected, but for the reasons mentioned above we are of opinion that we 
would not be justified in making such a presumption in the present case.
